“The uncontradicted testimony pre- 
sented by the government,” the ruling 
continues, “is that during the period 
covered by the indictment there 
a 13-cent rate from Whiting to Grand 
Junction for points beyond, and this 
rate was duly on file with the inter- 
state commerce commission and was 
the legal rate. The testimony ig un- 
contradicted that the shipments cover- 
ed by the indictment were in carioad 
lots from Whiting to Grand Junction, 
for beyond, and that the defendant 
paid this rate.”

The reason Kirminghaag 6l.cewed such 
a large percentage o1 increase was be- 
cause it took in all ihe ne terri- 
tory for several miles, giving the city 
a total of nearly nifty syuare r,iles. 
while Atlanta’s area is only a Iittie 
over twenty-six miles.

Then the horrified spectators saw the 
plane swerve like a wounded bird and 
plunge straight toward the earth. 
Johnstone was thrown from his seat as 
the nose of the plane swung down- 
ward. 

Fought to Right Aecroplianc. 

He caught on one of the wire stays 
between the planes and grasped one 
of the wooden braces of the upper 
Plane with both hands Then, working 
with hands and feet, he fought by 
main strength to warp the planes so 
that their surface might catch the air 
and check his descent. For a second it 
seemed that he might succeed, for the 
football helmet he wore blew off, and 
fell much more rapidly than the plane. 
The hope was momentary, however, 
for, when about 300 feet from the 
ground the machine turned completely 
over, and the spectators fled wildiy as 
the broken plane, with the aviator 
still fighting grimly io its mesh of 
wires and stays, plunged among them 
with a crash. 

Morbid Specators Sought Souvenirs. 

Scarcely had Johnstone hit the 
| ground before morbid men and women 
swarmed over the wreckage fighting 
with each other for souvenirs. One of 
the broken wooden stays had gone 
almost through Johnstone’s body. Be- 
fore doctors or police could reach the 
scene one man had torn this spiinter 
from the body and run away, cairy- 
ing his trohphy with the aviator s biood 
still dripping from its ends. 

Frantic, the crowd tore away the 
canvas from his body and fought for 
the very gloves that had protected his 
hands from the cold. 

The machine fell on the opposite side 
of the field from the grand stand, 
and there were but a few hundred per-

Federmann, his uncle, here last Sun- 
day on his way to Denver to take part 
in the aviation meet there, Federmann 

said: 

“I suppose I'll receive a telegram one 
of these days to come after your re- 
mains.” 

“Not mine,” said Johnstone, shaking 
his relative’s hand and smiling. “When 
I make a flight, I have my plan. well 
laid.

‘Necessity for It Is Empha-' 
sized in Statement by 
Supt. Slaton.

) In a ietter to The Constitutio», Wil- 
liam M. Slaton, superintendent of pub- 
lic schoo'’s, makes an appeal to public 
‘opinion for higher galaries for public 
school] teachers. 

Admitting that the schoo] children 
‘are in a fair way to be propery 
|housed and equipped owing to te new 
, schools that wil] soon be erected w’th 
‘the bond money, Superintendent Slaton 
inevertheless calls attention to the de- 
_plorable lack of teaching ta'ent, and 
as the reason for this, points to the 
,meager salaries given. 

“The doubling of the area of the 
city and the large increase of our 

population,” says Mr. Slaton, “neces- 
isitates the: employment of 450 teach-. 
ers, directors and officers to manage 
and to teach 20,000 children. This city 
has voted $800,000 in the bond issue for 
ithe purchase of school] gites, the erec- 
tion of buildings and the installation 
of up-to-date systems of plumb'nge 
heating and ventilating. but all of this 
is only so Much physica] equipment ; 
for the schools. | 

“Granted that the city has marvle| 
palaces for school Ppouses, the ¢ssen- 
|} tial element of a scho} system is still, 
‘wanting. The best equipment the, 
schools can have is the competent and 
efficient teacher. Atlanta realizes that 
‘we must have good schoo! houses, ut 
the city does not seem to know that 
‘good school teachers are _ infinitely 
'more important to the moral, intel- 
lectual and physical] welfare of the 
children than a school site or a school 
house could be.” 

In spite of many excellent tee:hers 
jin the system, the teaching staff, on 
the whole, is deplorably inefficient. 

“The board,” continues Mr. Sla 
‘is forced to elect teachers who. fail 
to make the required percentage in 
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é¢cholarship, while competent teaches 
decline to teach in our system be- 
cause they are receiving more mcrey 
in the towns, hamlets and militia dis- 
tricts of Georgia and of other statey 
than we are paying. Many young 
women of talent prefer stenography 
tvpewriting and bookkeeping to school 
teaching. We have no ri: ht to expect 
these cultured women to teach in our 
tschools for such a small sum as we 
now pay them.’ 

In concluding, Mr. S'aton asks the 
public to rectify matters. 

“I appeal,” says he, “to public opin- 
‘ion in Atlanta to demand better pay- 
ment of our teachers for their toil, nd 
to inspire them with the thrill of pop- 
ular confidence to be shown by ade- 
quate salaries.”

‘CLAIM OF TENNESSEE 

| AGAINST GOVERNMENT 


For Railroads Destroyed by the 
Union Forces During 
the War. 


| Washington, November 17.—The 


| pending claim of the state of Ten- 
nessee for railroads destroyed by the 
federal government during the civil 
war was taken up at a conference at 
the treasury department today. 

John J. Vertrees, Judge E. B. Stahl- 
'man, of Nashville; Dabney M. Scales, 
of Memphis, Tenn., and John M. TickKey, 
‘of Washington, appeared to represent 
the state. Secretary MacVeagh, Secre- 
tary Dickinson and Attorney General 
Wickersham represented the govern- 
ment under an act of congress of 1898, 
which authorized these afficers to 
sit as a commission for the adjustment 
of the claim. 

The treasury is now holding about 
$700,000 in bonds of the state of. Ten- 
nessee, which were issued before and 
after the war. There is no question of 
their validity, and the treasury has 
been trying to force their payment. 

The commissioners for the state, 
however, interposed counter claims of 
an equal amount for railroads de- 
stroyed by the Federal government. 
Before the war, Tennessee had made 
loans to railroads under construction 
and took liens upon them as security. 
It is claimed the government destroy- 
ed the state security, and should reim- 
burse it. 

When the claim was brougtt up be- 
fore, the government’s commission 


maintained that the commrssioners of 
the state had no standing, as Tennes- 
see wag in rebellion when the rall- 
roads were destroyed. 

The state commission now takes the 
position that the act of congress which 
authorized the secretary of war, the 
attorney general and the secretary of 
the treasury to take up negotiations 
was a recognition of the validity of the 
claim.

Great Saving Problem. 

The great saving effected by the 
Neely system is of the utmost im- 
portance to all engaged in the cotton 
busimess from farmer to spinner.

The Bat. 


The cotton is delivered f - 
dinary gin system. to a oeudemaae as 
Standard type, and the loose bat thar 
comes from it passes directly to a se- 
ries of rollers, five in number, which 
reduce the percentage of contained air 
and increases the bat density. This 
passes automatically to a series of 
comp essing cams, which deliver it in 
folded layers to a bale box. 


Be, The Baling Process. 

e bale box is ‘made of wood and 
iron, and is held tn a large, te ay Bee 
Steel frame, which oscillates from ten 
to fifteen times per minute through the 
oscillation of two cranks. The oscil- 
lation of the box is timed to correspona 
with the motion of the delivering cams. 
At each complete oscfllation—one mo- 
tion back and forth—two layers of 
cotton are placed on the box. 

The box bottom is movable and con- 
ists of a heavy wooden block contain- 
ing six recesses for ties, and rest on 
the top of a hydraulic piston, carried 
in a cylinder, the whole being a part 
of the ocillator and swinging back and 
forth with it. Pressure from a pump 
holds the block up with a force con- 
trolled by a relief valve which can 
be set at any pressure desired. 

P actice has determined this at six 
hundred (600) pounds to produce a 
bale of thirty (30) pounds density. The 
ordinary steam re-compresses have 
sauge pressure of 3,000 to 4,000 pounds. 

The diameter of the cylinder being 
814 inches, the area 57 square inches, 
the total pressure is thus 34,200 pounds, 
or 17.1 tons, compared with 1,000 to 
2,000 tons in steam compresses. — 


In a Single Operation. 

As the cotton accumulates in the 
box the hydraulic piston ts slowly 
forced down until the box is full. The 
cotton is fully compressed in the one 
operation, and al! that is necessary is 
to tie it un. The feed of cotton is 
stopped and the box dronped about ten 
inches, then run out of the prees on 
the rolls, and a second box introduced 
the press started un again. The 
first box is run out under a wooden 
clamping device, which holds the bale 
temrorarilyv: the sides of the box are 
dropped, leaving the sides of the hale 
exnosed, and ties are fastened around 
it in the usual way. 

The method of tying a Neely bale is 
exactiv similar to that now used on 
the o'd box press, with the same num- 
ber of ties The box is closed up and 
is ready to go back in the press when 
box No. 2 has been filled. The Neely! 
press will turn out bales up to at least 
700 pounds, without any danger of 
strain. . 

Bagaing. 

The bagging is in two pieces, as at 
present, compietely covering the bale. 
One is placed in the bottom of the baie 
box before starting up; the top piece 
is. added when the bale box leaves the 
press. This feature is also identica. 
with the methods always used in gin 
house low compression. 


Time. 


The Neely press is designed to turn 
out four bales an hour with 15-horse 
power. This is one bale in fifteen min- 
utes. It will take cotton however, as 
fast as delivered, the power only 
changing with increased speed. With 
20-horse power it will turn out a bale 
in ten minutes. 

Construction. 

The Neely press is built of structural 
teel, the working parts of steel ana 
ron; all bearings are babbited, and in 
some cases bushed with brass. A wide

less, in many instances, than teachers in the “towns, hamlets and 
militia districts” of Georgia, a crisis confronts the educational sys- 
tem of this city. | 

That-is the testimony, published elsewhere, of no less an au- 
thority that Superintendent of Schools Slaton. Following the line 
of an editorial printed recently in The Constitution, he shows that 
unless steps are taken forthwith to raise the salaries of the teach- 
ers in the public school system, the latter must inevitably suffer de- 
terioration. 

Atlanta applied heroic remedy to a serious problem when she 
authorized the $3,000,000 bond issue last February to wipe out the 


| municipal neglect of several decades. 


But that splendid exhibition of civic vigilance and thrift did 
not extend to one of the most important items in the municipal 
program—the insuring of good teachers, and enough of them, to 
properly train the coming citizens of the second largest city in the 
southern states. 

Superintendent Slaton commends the plan, under the bond 
issue, to provide more schools and schools that are more sanitary. 

But he shows that this praiseworthy investment will be incom- 
plete—largely wasted—unless along with it goes provision for pay- 
ing the teachers who are to officiate in the reconstructed school

He bears witness that many of .he most competent teachers in 
the system are leaving Atlanta for Georgia and southern cities of 
less size and importance, because the miserly salaries paid here are 
insufficient to the purposes of decent livelihood.

Heretofore, as at present, one of the largest leaks in the cotton 
business, visited equally upon farmer and consumer. has been the 
necessity of re-baling the cotton for shipment after it was ginned

reach a steam compress, with an added freight and delay bill mate- 
rially enhancing the draft upon profits. , 

These conditions are claimed to be obviated bv what is known 
as the Neely compress. Tests made under normal surroun 
fully described elsewhere, along with other performanc 
machines and what they are expected to accomplish. 

It is crudely estimated that baling for through shipment at the 
gin, by the Neely compress, saves $5.00 a bile. |

Atlanta realizes that we must 
have good school houses, but the city 
does not seem to know that good 
school teachers are infinitely more 
important to the moral, intellectual 
and physical welfare of the children 
than a schoo] site or a school house 
could be. 

History proves that the great lead- 
ers of American thought in the do- 
main of philosophy, social reform and 
statesmanship were taught in the log 
schoolhouse daubed with mud to keep 
out the rain, the wind and the cold. 
These old mud hut schoolhouses are 
referred to with pride, because they 
have played a brilliant and essential 
part in the development of our Ameri- 
ean civilization. The teacher in the

the American republic—and here is a 
lesson for Atlanta—good schoolhouses 


' are necessary, up-to-date heating and 
' plumbing systems we must have: but 
. the teacher is what we need more than 


anything else.

| that our schools need a great deal of 


teaching talent that we do not possess, 


and we do not possess it for the sole 
reason that low salaries in Atlanta 
make it impossible for the board of 
education to secure the teachers de- 
sired. The board is forced to elect 
teachers who fall to make the required 
percentage in scholarship, while com- 
petent teachers decline to teach in our 
system because they are receiving 
more money in the towns, hamlets and 
militia districts of Georgia and of 
other states than we are willing to 
pay. Only recently our board elected 
an ¢xcellent teacher from Alabania, 
who discovered after her election that 
her salary would be $52.50 a month 
in Atlanta, while she was receiving 
$65 a month in a little town in Ala- 
bama. Of course she immediately re- 
signed. 

Meany young women of talent and 
culturé prefer stenography, typewrit- 
ing and bookkeeping to school teach- 
ing. Some of our own teachers have 
resigned. to pursue the business life 
where the labors are better rewarded 
than in the schools. Comparatively 
little time is needed to equip a young 
woman to become a stenographer or & 
bookkeeper, but it requires @ gram- 
mar school course of eight years, a 
high school course of four years and a 
normal or college course of four more 
years to prepare a woman to teach 
school in a scientific manner. We 
have no right to expect these cultured 
women to teach in ovr schools for 
such a small sum as we pay them. The 
high cost of living makes It stil] more 
difficult for our teachers to exist. 

I appeal to public opinion in Atlanta 
to demand better payment of our 
teachers for their toll and to inspire 
them with the thrill of popular con- 
fidence to be shown by adequate sal- 
aries. 

Men will toil and stint and starve 
for a lifetime to accumulate fortunes 
for their children. How much wiser 
is it to be willing to pay taxes to em- 
ploy the best teaching talent to in- 
struct and train their children? 

I am thankful to the press for their 
unanimous support of the effort to in 
crease the salaries of the teachers. |! 
appeal to all patriotic organizations in 
the city to help the cause.

Another Tariff Scandal 
at New York. 


Alleged That Government Has 
Lost More Through Woolen 
Frauds Than in Sugar Cases. 
Stock of Brooke & Co. Seized 
by ":e Government. 


New York, November 17.—IUnited 
States District Attorney Wisé is seem- 
ingly determined to recover for the 
government ali the money it is claimed 
to have been defrauded cut of during 
the past five years by means of alleged 
false invoices for importations made by 
Joseph Brooke & Co., manufacturers 
of woolens, worsteds and linings, of 
Bradford, England, and this city. As- 
sistant District Attorney Whitney, who 
has direct charge of the case, sat dto- 
day: 

“This is the biggest case of its kind 
the government has ever had. The 
frauds involve several woolen manu- 
facturing companies in England. The 
total amount of the duties which the 
government has lost through these 
importation frauds is much greater 
than ‘ in the sugar under-weighing 
cases.”’ 


After the filing of preliminary papers 
in a suit to recover $200,000 damages 
because of the alleged under-valuation 
etneeedk --wfiilliillinea m mmm m 
frauds, Assistant District Attorney 
Whitney obtained a writ of attach- 
ment, upon which Marshal Henke! 
seized the entire stock of Brooke & 
Co. Further, to protect the interests 
of the government, Mr. Whitney today 
obtained from Judge Haze] twenty- 
six additional writs of attachment, 
which have been served on certain 
banks and firms to prevent the col- 
Jection of sums on deposit and ac- 
counts receivable. 

Mr. Whitney said this afternoon that 
the Brooke case was the initial one of 
a series of cases which the government 
expects to conduct against other im- 
porters. These new cases, said the fed- 
eral officer, will involve claims against 
importers amounting to upwards of 
$10,000,000.

Judicial Reform. 

Judge George Hillyer read the re- 
port on judicial reform, and it was 
enthusiastically adopted. It provides 
for juries in certain criminal cases to 
add to their verdicts the words, “with- 
out delay,” and also fix the time of 
execution, and thus end the case un- 
less a verbal motion, as in federal 
is at once made and passed 
upon; that no reversal be had for any 
technical error. 

The resolution offered by Judge Hill- 
yer follows: 

“In all cases of crime against the 
habitation, the home and in ali cases 
of assassination and of assault or at- 
tempted assault, let the jury, if the 
case and guilt are clear, when they 
convict @ prisoner, have the.power to 
add to the verdict the words ‘without 
delay,’ and let that end it, unless on 
motion made verbally and at once, be- 
fore the same judge who tried the 
case, as is done in the federa!l courts, 
he grants a new trial. Let the jury 
have the power to fix the time of ex- 
ecution not less than one or more than 
twenty days. in all cases of the classes 
last above stated, to take effect un- 
leas the judge in his discretion grants 
supersedeas pending a writ of error. 

“Simplify and shorten all motions 
for new trial and allow only one mvo- 
tion in any case, and let it be provided 
that no reversal shall be had or new 
trial ordered in any criminal case even 
by the supreme court, and no such 
verdict set aside, on mere informal er- 
ror or technicality, affecting the guilt 
or innocence of the accused.” 

This morning the report in full came 
up for consideration of convention and 
so impressed was this body with the 
official paper that its publication was 
requested by both the religious and 
secular press of Georgia, and that al!

WOMEN ARE BARRING 
BIRDS FROM HATS 


Hundreds Have Taken the 
Pledge, So W..C. T. U. 
Reports. 


Baltimore, November 17.—Since the 
last convention of National W. C. T. U. 
nearly 2,000 women have taken the 
pledge not to adorn their headgear 
with birds or their plumage. This was 
the substance of the report of the 
mercey department today. Cruelty to 
animals and vivisection also 
strongly denounced. 

In her report on “Physical 
tion,””’ Mrs, Francis Waite Leiter, of 
Ohio, urged the organization to wage 
a national campaign against the 
“white plague.” She recommended 
that a systematic campaign of edu- 
cation should be carried on, especially 
in the schools. 

The reports received from various 
States by the department of work 
among foreign-speaking people show 
a general awakening to the necessity 
for active work among these people, 
according to the report presented by 
that department. Few attempts, the 
report deciared, have been made to 
show the foreigner the difference be- 
tween the ways of the old world and 
those of the new, as he has retainea 
his old ideals and applies them to con- 
ditions as he finds them here. As a 
result, the American ideals are in dan- 
ger of being lowered and our institu- 
tions are threatened with destruction. 

“The foreigner is not entirely to 
blame for such conditions,’ the report 
adds, “for we have given him little 
attention, scant courtesy. and no in- 
struction. Six million votes ouf of a 
total of 26,000,000 can certainly have 
a tremendous.effect on any and every 
question at issue. So long as only the 
labor contractor, the saloonkeeper and 
the politician take an interest in the 
foreigner just so long will the for- 
eigner vote as they dictate.”

FOR THE USE OF A SINGLE WORD 


Swainsboro, Ga., November 17,—Spe- 
cial.) —The Citizens’ bank, of this clty, 
geems to find confirmation in the words
